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NEW STATE HEALTH 
POLICIES MAY HURIT 
CHINESE HOSPITAL 


Under the new proposed hospi- 
tal policies for 1975 now before 
the State Advisory Health Coun- 
cil，Chinese Hospital may be ad- 
versely affected by a deletion that 
last year gave hospitals serving 
populations with language differ- 
ences an advantage in obtaining 
permission to build additional 
beds and services. 

With a moratorium on Dew 
hospital facilities in San Fran- 
cisco，the only means by which 
Chinese Hospital can improve : 
outdated facilities is to expand or 
modernize， Last year's policy 
statement _ concerning hospitals 
Serving Special language commu- 
nities would have facilitated Chi- 
nese 了 ospital in this move. 

The Bay Area comprehensive 
Health Council, of which Dr. Rol- 
land Lowe，chief of staff at Chi- 
nese Hospital，is secretary，rec- 
omimended that the Health Qual- 
ity System Committee reinstate 
the deletion before presenting 
the proposed policies to the Advi- 
SoOIyY Health Council，but their 
recommendation was jgnored. 

If the Council passes the poli- 
cies as is at its meeting July 23， 
Chinese Hospital，should 让 want 
to expand or modernize ip 1975， 
will have to seek approval 位 om 
the Council under other adjust- 
ment factors, none of which give 
special consideration to_ ethnic 
communaities.

TEEN PROGRAM 

In 1972 with a_ grant from the 
State Department of Health， 
Family Planning began a pilot 
program for teens，which im- 
volved three staff persons giving 
talks on health and sex in schools 
and youth agencies. 

A _ year later，the Ching Nin 


(Youth) Clinic began，offering 
free pelvic exams; screening for 
anemia，diabetes，urinary prob- 
lems，cancer and venereal dis- 
eases (VD); treatment for vaginal 
infections; contraceptives; pre- 
marital blood tests; and preg- 
Dancy tests. 

The idqea is to be a stigma-free 
place for kids to come for help. 
Outreach is again a basic means 
of communication. Being young 
and Asian, the staff finds it easy 
to share information and feelings 
with their clientele in schools and 
social clubs. The only problem is 
relating to the boys since the 
Ching Nin staff is entirely female.

Part ofthe problem is that gang 
kids have a low image of them- 
selves, said Chen.
